The Agency, in accordance with the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), 
as amended, has completed reviewing all of the information submitted with your application to support the 
reregistration of the referenced product in connection with the pyrethrins and piperonyl butoxide RED(s), and has 
concluded that your submission is acceptable. 

PLEASE NOTE: This product is not being reregistered under sections 3(c)5 and 4(g) of FIFRA at this time. 

A copy of your label stamped "Acceptable" is enclosed along with copies of the acute toxicity and 
product chemistry reviews completed for the subject product. Products shipped after 12 months from the date of 
this amendment or the next printing of the label whichever occurs first, must bear the new revised label. Your 
release for shipment of the product bearing the amended label constitutes acceptance of these conditions. If these 
conditions are not complied with, the registration will be subject to cancellation in accordance with FIFRA sec. 
6(e).

Remove protective cap. Aim spray opening away from person. Push button to spray. 

USE RESTRICTIONS 
Entry Restrictions: 
For surface sprav use: Except when applying to livestock, do not enter or allow others to enter 
until sprays have dried. 
For space sprav use: Except when applying to livestock, do not enter or allow others to enter 
until vapors, mists, and aerosols have dispersed, and the treated area has been thoroughly 
ventilated. 

Application Restrictions: 
Except when applying to livestock, do not apply this product in a way that will contact workers 
or other persons, either directly or through drift.

Spray mattresses and box-springs until slightly 
damp, around tufts, folds and seams. Allow treated surfaces to thoroughly dry before use. 
Repeat as necessary, but no more than once per day. 

STORED PRODUCT INSECTS (accessible stages); Flying Mediterranean flour moths, Indian 
meal (chocolate) moths, angoumois grain moths; Close doors and windows. Direct aerosol mist 
to all parts of the room, especially into dark enclosures and around stored product containers 
where adult moths may be resting. Use a treatment of six (6) to eight (8) seconds per 1,000 
cubic feet of space. Keep area closed for 30 minutes after each treatment. Repeat treatment 
weekly or as flying moths appear. Infested stored food products should be fumigated or treated 
with an approved product. 

DAIRY FARM USE: Milking parlor and milk room. Close all windows and doors. Spray at 
the rate of 1 to 2 seconds per 1,000 cubic feet. If rooms cannot be closed, double the dosage. 
Stand in middle of room. Direct spray in all directions. Deep room closed for 15 minutes after 
treatment. Do not remain in treated area. Ventilate the area after treatment is completed. Cover 
milking utensils and milk to prevent contamination from spray and dead of falling insects. Do 
not treat animals. Do not use more than once per day. 

DAIRY ANIMAL USE: From approximately 2 foot distance thoroughly spray entire animal as 
it is being released to pasture. Do not spray directly toward animal's eyes. Spot treat withers, 
shoulders and back where saliva accumulates from head tossing. 

BEEF CATTLE OPERATIONS: In bams, close all windows and doors. Apply at the rate of 
I to 2 seconds per 1,000 cubic feet. Keep area closed for 15 minutes following application. For 
animal use, thoroughly spray entire animal as it is being released to pasture. Do not spray 
directly towards animal's face or eyes. Repeat application daily as insect levels indicate but no 
more than once per day. 

POULTRY OPERATIONS: For poultry houses, close all windows and doors. Spray at the ^ 
rate of 1 to 2 seconds per 1,000 cubic feet. Keep area closed for 15 minutes following 
application. Treat daily as necessary but no more than once per day. 

STANCHION BARN USE: Walk behind animals and direct spray over backs allowing I 
second per animal. For most effective results, apply each moming. 
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HOG OPERATIONS: In hog houses, close all windows and doors. Apply at the rate of 1 to 2 
seconds per 1,000 cubic feet. Keep area closed for 15 minutes following application. For animal 
application direct spray over backs and spray for 1 to 2 seconds per hog. Do not spray directly 
towards animal's face or eyes. Repeat application daily as necessary, but no more than once 
per day. 

HORSE BARNS AND STABLES: In horse and pony bams close all windows and doors. 
Spray at the rate of 1 to 2 seconds per 1,000 cubic feet. Keep area closed for 15 minutes 
following application. Lightly mist over backs of horses and ponies from a distance of at least 2 
feet. Do not spray directly toward horse's face or eyes. Repeat application daily as insect levels 
indicate but no more than once per day. 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
Do not contaminate water, food, or feed by storage or disposal.
